This  past  year  Ms.  Lori  Johnson,  Grafton 
High's  newest  English  teacher,  has  been 
busy  starting  and  maintaining  a  school 
newspaper.  With  the  help  and  coopera- 
tion of  editors,  writers,  photographers, 
business  and  production  staff,  the 
students  were  successfully  able  to  put 
out  an  issue  each  month. 

The  first  issue  went  out  in  October 
1991.  It  was  hard  to  get  the  system  going 
with  consistency  because  we  needed  to 
raise  money,  organize,  and  arouse  in- 
terest. The  paper.  In  Black  and  White,  is 
printed  by  Worcester  County  News- 
papers. In  order  to  raise  money  to  pay 
printing  costs  and  other  expenses,  the 
business  staff  went  out  visiting  and 
phoning  area  businesses  and  persuad- 
ing them  to  purchase  ads;  the  paper 
costs  students  25<t  but  the  staff  is 
attempting  to  raise  enough  advertising 
dollars  to  distribute  the  paper  free  of 
charge. 

In  March  and  April  members  of  the 
staff  visited  conferences  and  workshops 
to  improve  the  quality  of  the  newspaper. 
With  the  variation  of  articles  and  the  de- 
sire to  make  our  newspaper  look  as  pro- 


fessional as  possible,  the  staff  found  the 
workshops  very  informative.  It  took  a 
while,  but  In  Black  and  White  has  im- 
proved greatly  and  everyone  is  very 
pleased  with  the  results. 

One  of  the  factors  behind  the  news- 
paper's success  is  the  school's  Macintosh 
computers.  By  using  the  computers, 
business  staff  can  print  up  ads,  writers 
can  save  their  articles,  and  editors  can  re- 
view them  and  arrange  them  into  news- 
paper columns.  Different  articles  include 
news,  literary,  features,  and  sports.  We 
have  also  had  some  controversial  issues 
that  aroused  much  debate  and  personal 
feelings.  Topics  such  as  abortion,  fem- 
inism, sexism,  and  the  Clarence  Thomas 
case  were  discussed  and  opposing  views 
were  printed. 

Overall,  everyone  is  pleased  with  the 
success  of  In  Black  and  White  and  grateful 
to  Ms.  Johnson  and  her  staff  and  their 
dedication.  There  are  some  improve- 
ments the  staff  has  already  talked  about 
working  toward  and  they  will  hopefully

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Grafton  High's  Odyssey  of  the  Mind  structure  team  placed  first  in  the  state  finals  held  at  WPI  on 
April  11,  allowing  the  team  to  be  one  of  the  13  other  teams  representing  Massachusetts  in  the 
world  finals  in  Boulder,  Colorado,  May  27-31.  Grafton's  winning  state  team  consisted  of  Ryan 
Bardsley,  Megan  Bardsley,  Kevin  Carlson,  Chris  Migala,  and  Aaron  Sherritt.  The  team  was 
coached  by  Mrs.  Dadah  and  Mr.  Hennessy .  Their  structure  held  542  pounds,  setting  a  new  state 
record.  The  world  finals  included  650  teams  from  the  U.S.,  Canada,  Mexico,  the  People's  Re- 
public of  China,  Japan,  Germany,  Poland,  Hungary,  Belgium,  Saudi  Arabia,  Australia,  Russia, 
and  American  schools  in  England,  Belgium  and  the  Netherlands.  Grafton's  balsa  wood  struc- 
ture held  560  pounds.  The  world  record  of  989  pounds  was  broken  a  number  of  times.  The 
winning  Division  III  team's  structure  held  1145  pounds.  The  Grafton  team  learned  from  this 
experience  in  Colorado.  They  are  already  working  on  a  new  structure  for  next  year  and  have  set 
their  goals  —  world  finals  in  Maryland  next  spring.

Significance  of  the  Maltese  Cross 

by  Jack  Marks 


The  Maltese  Cross  is  a  symbol  of 
protection — a  badge  of  honor.  Its  story 
is  hundreds  of  years  old.  When  a  courageous 
band  of  Crusaders,  known  as  the  Knights  of 
St.  John,  fought  the  Saracens  for  possession 
of  the  Holy  Land,  they  encourv 
tered  a  new  weapon  unknown 
to  European  warriors.  It  was  a 
simple,  but  horrible  device  of 
war;  it  wrought  excruciating 
pain  and  agonizing  death 
upor:  'he  brave  fighters  of  the 
Cross.  The  Saracens'  weapon 
was  fire! 

As  the  Crusaders  ad- 
vanced on  the  walls  of  the  city,  they  were  at- 
tacked by  glass  bombs  containing  naphtha. 
When  they  became  saturated  with  the  high- 
ly flammable  liquid,  the  Saracens  hurled  a 
flaming  tree  into  their  midst. 

Hundreds  of  Knights  were  burned  alive. 
Others  risked  their  lives  to  save  their  brothers 
in  arms  from  dying  painful  deaths.  Thus, 


these  men  became  the  first  Fire  Fighters— 
and  the  first  of  a  long  list  of  courageous  Fire 
Fighters.  Their  heroic  efforts  were  recog- 
nized by  fellow  Crusaders  who  awarded  each 
hero  with  a  badge  of  honor — a  cross  similar 
to  the  one  Fire  Fighters  wear 
today. 

Since  the  Knights  of  St. 
John  lived  for  nearly  four  cen- 
turies on  a  little  island  in  the 
Mediterranean  Sea,  named 
Malta,  the  Cross  became 
known  as  the  Maltese  Cross. 

The  Maltese  Cross  is  a 
symbol  of  protection.  It  means 
that  the  Fire  Fighter  who  wears  this  Cross  is 
willing  to  lay  down  his  life,  just  as  the 
Crusaders  sacrificed  their  lives  for  their  fel- 
low men  so  many  years  ago 

The  Maltese  Cross  is  a  Fire  Fighter's 
Badge  of  Courage — a  ladder-rung  away  from 
death.  ■
